C asto r lieun P l a n t Is O bnoxious to tin* 
L i t t l e Pests. 
Chicago, Aug. 8.—Mosquitoes are to 
to be banished from the Chicago parka 
if the recommendation recently made to 
the commissioners 'by Prof. Frederick 
Starr of the University of Chicago is 
carried out. 
“ That which is necessary to drive the 
pests,” said the professor, “ is castor bean 
plants.” This discovery was made by 
Prof. Starr while he was traveling in 
tropical countries. 
Ho was supposed to 
be studying anthropology during these 
travels, but the exigencies of the situa­ 
tion forced him for a time to study the 
best method of driving off the clouds of 
mosquitoes which made life a burden. 
“One night,” Baid tho professor, “I 
was annoyed more than usual. 
Thou­ 
sands of the little insects hummed. and 
buzzed about me. 
Finally, in despera­ 
tion, I took anne branches from a plant 
with which to brush them away. I 
soon found that I did not have to brush. 
The mosquitoes had disappeared aud 
did not come back that night. 
The plant from which I had torn the 
branches was that of the castor bean. 
The next evening I again tried it with 
the same success.” 
Prof. O. M. Childs, of the department 
of entomology of 
the University of 
Chicago 
confirms the 
statements of 
Prof. Starr. 
He says there is some­ 
thing in the castor heap plant which is 
antipathetic to the mosquito, but that 
he does not know what it is.

Pen­ 
nington had committed a brutal assault 
noon Mrs. .T. (3. Davis, wife of one of 
the most prominent fanners of Coffee 
county, and confessed his guilt. 
The crime was committed Tuesday 
while Mrs. Davis was gathering vegeta­ 
bles in h er garden. 
She was stooping 
over plucking to m ato es when Penning­ 
ton slipped up behind her and threw 
her to the ground. 
Ho choked the fear 
stricken woman intr) insensibility, ac­ 
complished his purpose and fled to the 
woods nearby. 
A- soon as she regained 
her senses Mrs, Davis crawled to the 
house and told her husband what had 
happened, 
A large posse was quickly organised 
and with bloodhounds they captured 
him in a swamp. 
Pennington was 
bound hand and foot and taken back to 
the Davis home for identification. 
Word of the assault on Mrs. Davis 
had been sent by runners for mile# 
around Enterprise and every farmer in 
the neighborhood bad left his plow to 
join in the search. 
Some of them were 
too lab* to join the pursuers and went 
to the Davis home aud quietly awaited 
their return. 
There is net a telegraph office in Cof­ 
fee county, but the messengers quickly 
traveled and when the posse arrived 
with Pennington there were at least 500 
persons gathered near the Davis resi­ 
dence.

Chicago, Aug. 8.—Mosquitoes are to 
to be banished from the Chicago parka 
if the recommendation recently made to 
the commissioners 'by Prof. Frederick 
Starr of the University of Chicago is 
carried out. 
“That which is necessary to drive the 
pests,” said the professor, “ is castor bean 
plants.” This discovery was made by 
Prof. Starr while he was traveling in 
tropical countries. 
He was supposed to 
bo studying anthropology duriug these 
travels, but the exigencies of the situa­ 
tion forced him for a time to study the 
best method of driving off the clouds of 
mosquitoes which made life a burden. 
“Cue night,” eaid the professor, “ I 
was annoyed more than usual. Thou­ 
sands of the little insects hummed . and 
buzzed about me. 
Finally, in despera­ 
tion, I took s ane brunches from a plant 
with which to brush them away. 
I 
soon found that I did not have to brush. 
The mosquitoes had disappeared aud 
did not come back that night. 
The plant from which I had torn tho 
branches was that of the castor bean 
The next evening I again tried it with 
the same success.”

confirms the 
statements of 
Prof. Starr. 
He says there is some­ 
thing in the castor b.-uu plant which is 
antipathetio to the mosquito, but that 
he does not know what it is.
